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At Selino, Crate, Is Beeomlng Yery Berl- 
ovs— The Bang heel Arabs Threaten to 
Burn the Entire Town. 

Athens, Feb. 25. — A dispatch from 
Canea says that during the fire in the 
governor’s palace there Wednesday the 
governor’s safe fell from the floor on 
which it stood into the ruins and burst 
open. The safe contained seven thou- 
sand pounds Turkish money. The 
soldiers who had gathered about the 
burning building and were engaged in 
trying to extinguish the flames, upon 
seeing the contents of the safe exposed, 
tried to steal the money but were 
prevented by the European officers, 
who directed the soldiers under their 
command to fire a volley of blank 
cartridges at the would-be robbers. 
The incident nearly caused a riot be- 
tween the Turks and Europeans. Is- 
mael' Bey accused the Europeans sail- 
ors of plundering the - palace, and ah 
investigation was at once begun by 
the admirals of the foreign warships. 
The inquiry proved that the charges 
against the sailors were entirely with- 
out foundation. 

London, Feb. 25. — A dispatch from 
Canea to a news agency here says the 
situation in that town causes much 
anxiety. The Mussulman populace 
are armed and greatly excited. Turks 
have been parading the streets exhib- 
iting their indignation in various 
ways. 

The situation at Selino, the dispatch 
says, is serious, the Banghasi Arabs 
threatening to burn the entire town 
because the Hoys, as they assert, have 
deserted them. The suggestion of the 
consuls that a mixed force be landed 
in order to allow the besieged Mos- 
lems to retreat has not been adopted, 
the foreign admirals having decided to 
confine their action to the .sending of 
warships to exercise a moral influence 
upon the contending parties whom it 
seems, however, there is little hope of 
reconciling. 

London, Feb. 25. — The Daily News 
will publish Thursday a dispatch from 
its Vienna corre.spondent, saying it is 
reported that Queen Olga of Greece, 
having been appointed-an honorary 
admiral of the Russian fleet, has re- 
turned the insignia of the position to 
St. Petersburg, declaring that she is 
unable to hold the rank since the fleet 
has fired upon the Greek subjects and 
orthodox Christians. 

Constantinople, Feb. 2.5. — A dis- 
patch received by the Turkish govern- 
ment says that 600 Greek troops with 
three guns and a large supply of am- 
munition have been landed at Cher- 
sonesus, in the province of Candia, 
Island of Crete. The Greeks were di- 
rected by an insurgent leader. 

Vienna, Feb. 2.5. — Greece has been 
ordered by the powers to evacuate 
Crete at once. This action is the re- 



Has Entailed a Loss of About Two Mil- 
lion Ppllara— Twenty-Three Lives Re- 
ported Lost. 

Cincinnati, Feb. 25. — “The Ohio will 
continue rising Wednesday and Thurs- 
day,” said Observer Bassler, Wednes- 
day morning. 

“It will reach the 60-foot stage 
Thursday, but will not go much be- 
yond.” The tributaries of the Ohio 
are all falling except at their mouths. 
The Ohio will keep rising at Cincin- 
nati until the water brought down by 
them shall have passed this point. 

The lower portion of Newport is be- 
ing gradually submerged by the waters 
from the Ohio and Licking rivers. 
Travel over the lower Covington and 
Newport bridge has been suspended, 
owing to the water being over Hub- 
bard street from Fourth to Fifth 
street. 

The loss of life in the flood in the 
Ohio valley has reached a score and 
three. The loss of property is tre- 
mendous. Thus far only the most im- 
perfect attempts have been made to 
estimate the damage done to business 
interests by the torrent. West Vir- 
ginia reports at Wheeling indicate a 
loss of $600,000 in that state. Lumber 
and oil interests suffered there, as well 
as the railways. It seems safe to esti- 
mate the loss in Ohio as half that in 
West Virginia; in Portsmouth and the 
surrounding country alone the damage 
is $75,000. A tabulated statement of 
the estimate is as follows:

pended. Several houses have been 
moved from their foundations and 
many stables and outbuildings have 
been carried away. 

No lives have been reported lost, 
but narrow’ escapes have been made 
by people who have been removed from 
second and third stories of their homes. 
The situation is serious, and the loss 
in this city alone, it is now believed, 
will reach $200,000. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb, 24. — The Mo- 
nongahela river was in a raging tor- 
rent Tuesday morning. The land- 
marks of the stream are completely 
obliterated by the volume and rush of 
the angry waters, and the locations of 
the several dams are only traceable by 
the eddies. 

Throughout the Monongahela val- 
ley all river traffic has been suspended. 

Pittsburgh, Feb. 24. — At midnight 
the river was 29 feet and falling slowly. 
Many industrial establishments up the 
Monongahela will be compelled to 
close the balance of the week on ac- 
count of the high water. Forty 
barges belonging to W. H. Brown’s 
Sons broke loose from their moorings. 
All the steamboats in the vicinity went 
to the rescue and the barges were 
safely towed to shore without serious 
damage. 

Cincinnati, Feb. 24. — The Ohio river 
is rapidly rising 

Reports from all points on the upper 
Ohio indicate that heavy rains have 
fallen in the last 24 hours and all the 
tributaries are pouring immense vol- 
umes of water into the Ohio, and un- 
less the weather shall freeze the water- 
laden ground, the stage of w’ater at 
Cincinnati may reach 60 feet or more. 

Rat Row and Sausage Row are al- 
ready inundated and the water is near- 
ly to the pavements on Front street. 

The large tobacco warehouses on 
Front street are full of water to the 
first floor, but the stock of tobacco had 
been moved out on Monday. So far 
there has been but little loss at these 
places. 

The wharfboats at the public land- 
ing are anchored nearly up to the Pan- 
handle tracks, and a rise of five feet 
more will stop all packets from pass- 
ing under the L. & N. railroad bridge. 

At 2:30 p. m. the water had over- 
flow’ed the ditch through which the B.- 
& O. S. W. and Big Four trains pass to 
the Grand Central depot. There was 
about two inches covering perhaps 40 
feet of track, but the trains were still 
running. A stage of a little over 55 
feet will shut trains out from the Cen- 
tral depot. 

Cincinnati, Feb. 24. — The end of the 
flood is in sight. By Friday the river 
at Cincinnati is expected to be falling 
again, but not before it reaches a stage 
of from .58 to 00 feet. The highest 
stage will, no doubt, be reached during 
Wednesday night, when the swell noAv 
coming down from Pittsburgh should 
I reach here. The stage of the river at 
8 o’clock Wednesday morning was 55:04. 

Louisville, K 3 ^, Feb. 24. — The Ohio 
river has risen eight and one-half feet 
[ here since Monday morning and is 
I still rising at the rate of three inches 
an hour. The stage of water on the 
falls is 21 feet, and it is expected to 
reach 27 feet, which will flood the river 
front. 

Two-thirds of the town of Corbin is 
under Avater. The damage is esti- 
mated at $25,000. 

j The damage from the flood in South- 
eastern Kentucky is estimated at $200,- 
000. The Kentucky river rose 40 feet 
in two hours, and in the mountain 
country swept everything before it. 
The Cumberland river destroyed all 
property in the bottom land of Harlan 
county. Near Donkeyville, Jonas Ty- 
ree was caught in Powell river and 
drowned. 

Louisville, Ky., Feb. 24.— At Jack- 
son the Kentucky river flooded the 
Arlington hotel and broke three log 
booms, letting out 5,000 logs. Abe 
Reed, colored, was drowned Avhile try- 
ing to save them. 

Beattyville is reported flooded but 
the wires are down and the tracks of 
the Richmond, Nicholasville, Irvine 
and Beattyville railroad are AJV’ashed 
away for a considerable distance, rend- 
ering communication impossible. 

The town of Farmer is under water. 
Fifty thousand logs have been lost in 
the Big Sandy valley. The mountain 
streams are full of wrecks of cabins 
and barns of the mountainers. The 
Ohio is still rising here with 22 feet on 
the falls, but no serious danger is ap- 
prehended, owing to the cold wave 
which arrived Tuesday. 

Salyersville, East Point and Abideen 
are almost entirely submerged. The 
lower portion of Maysville is under 
water. 

At Bristol, Tenn., Tuesday morning 
a flood poured down the valley and 
but for the blowing of alarm whistles 
several families would have perished. 

Steel Plant Resames. 

Elwood, Ind., Feb. 24.— The big 
Union steel plant at Alexandria has 
partially resumed operations, and now 
the 12-inch steel mill, the bar mill and 
the sheet department are in operation, 
with a large force of men, and the out- 
look is that the other departments will 
be started at an early date. 

Spanish Troop* Sarprised. 

Madrid, Feb. 23. — A dispatch re- 
ceived here from Havana states that a 
body of insurgents surprised a detach- 
ment of Spanish troops and killed 4C 
of them.

Late Wednesday night, the river was 
rising at the rate of one and one-half 
inch an hour, and it is expected to 
reach, but not pass, the 60- foot stage 
by Thursday night- 

The limit of the flood is placed at 60 
feet by river men, and they believe 
that the rise from Pittsburgh will not 
have much effect when it reaches here 
on account of the vast expanse over 
which the river now extends. 

The stage of the Avater at 3 o’clock 
Thursday morning Avas 59.1. 

Lawrknceburg, Ind., Feb. 25. — 
Tuesday night was one of anxiety in 
Lawrenceburg. Of all tow’ns along 
the Ohio a big flood causes the 
greatest apprehension in this place. 
In the famous flood of 1884 the 
city and its 5,000 people were 
submerged. The current of the 
river ran through High street, the 
principal business thoroughfare, where 
boats anchored at second- story win- 
dows. Sixty or 70 houses were com- 
pletely submerged. Many of these 
were sAvept away. They were found 
near Aurora after the waters had re- 
ceded. 

The fearful loss in 1884 caused the 
government to build a levee here, run- 
ning back to the foothills, and com- 
pletely protecting the town from the 
joint floods of the Miami river and the 
Ohio. 

A fierce w’ind lashed the waves 
against this levee Tuesday night, and 
many people did not sleep. Every foot 
of the big embankment was carefully 
watched by perhaps 15 or 20 men, most 
of them employed about the Avharf- 
boat. No leak formed and it is be- 
lieved that the danger is passed, al- 
though the river is .55 feet 10 inches, 
and rising stea dily at two inches an 
hour. 

'The levee Avill stand a stage of 65 to 
68 feet. After that the floodgates 
must be opened and the town left to 
the river's mercy. Experienced men 
here say that the river Avill reach onU’ 
61 feet. 

A break in the levee Avould mean 
that the w.aters would rush into the 
houses of at least 3,000 people out of 
the city’s 5,500. The Avater is now in 
the second stories of houses which 
stand outside the levee. 

Louisville, Ky., Feb. 25. — The Ohio 
is rising two inches an hour. At 2 
o'clock it had registered 26 feet 8 
inches, two and a half feet above the 
danger line. 'Uhe water is already 
in Fourth street. It has flooded many 
cellars, but no serious damage has re- 
sulted. Rivermen saj’ that they look 
i for two feet more. Da:nage is being 
done to farming property nearby. 

At 12 o’clock there was 26 feet of 
water on the falls, two feet over the 
danger line. The river has reached 
the opera house and Falls View hotel 
on Fourth street and the lower portion 
of Shippinport is under water. It is 
thought the rise t\’ill go to 29 feet. 
This will flood 150 business houses on 
lower Second, 'Third and Fourth 
streets. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb. 25. — The 
worst is over. The great flood tide 
has begun to recede. The river at 8 
o’clock stood 27 feet 10 inches and is 
falling. 'The weather is clear and cold 
and there is not the slightest prospect 
of an increased stage of water, 
i Both the Monongahela and AUe- 
i gheny rivers are falling. The former 
I now is showing a depth of about twen- 
I tj'-nine feeL 'The absence of heavy 
ice and driftwood makes the loss to 
I shipping less than it might have been. 

Old-Time Minstrel Dead. 

Chicago, Feb. 25.— Charley Callen- 
dar, the famous old-time minstrel, died 
at a lodging house here Wednesday 
night- He was more than 70 years of 
age.

Havana, Cuba, Feb. 23. -^-Consul Gen- 
eral Lee has resigned. He determined 
some days ago to take such a step if he 
were not upheld in his efforts to pro- 
tect all American citizens in Cuba. The 
consul general asked the state de- 
partment that he be authori^d to de- 
mand the release of the citizens of the 
United States confined in Cuban pris- 
ons under the same illegal circum- 
stances as was the ill-fated Ruiz. 

Such authorization has not been grant- 
ed him. 

Washington, Feb. 2S,— President 
Cleveland celebrated the 165th anni- 
anniversary of the birth of the first 
president of the republic by issuing 13 
executive proclamations establishi::g 
13 additional forest reservations, con- 
taining an aggregate area of 21,472,840 
acres. 

The location of area of the reserva- 
tions are given as follows: 

No. 1 — The Black Hills reservation 
embracing the central portion of the 
Black Hills of South Dakota and has 
an estimated area of 267,630 acres. 

No. 2 — The Big Horn reserve situ- 
ated in Northern Central Wyoming 
and embraces both slopes of the Big 
Horn mountain. Its area is 1,198,080 
acres. 

No. 3 — The Teton resei^ve, adjacent 
to the Yellowstone National park 
timberland reserve, being south there- 
of, and contains 829,440 acres. 

No. 4 — 'fhe Flathead reserve in both 
slopes of the main Rocky mountain- 
range or continental divide, the north- 
ern Montane from near the lid of the 
Great Northern railroad northward to 
the international boundarjx It con- 
tains an estimated area of 1,382,400 
acres. 

No, 5. — The Lewis and Clarke forest 
reserve, embracing both slopes of the 
continental divide in Montana and ex- 
tends from near the liue o:’ the Great 
Northern railroad southward nearly 
to the 47th degree of north latitude 
and has an estimated area of 2,420,080 
acres. 

No. 6 — The Priest forest re .erve, 
which occupies the basin of Priest 
lake, in the extreme northern part of 
Idaho and in Northeastern Washing- 
ton. Its area is estimated at .552,900 
acres in Idaho and 92,160 acres in' 
Washington, a total of 645,120. 

No. 7 — The Bitter Root forest reserve 
lies on both sides of the boundarv’ be- 
tween Montana and Idaho. The total 
estimated area is 4,147,200 acres. 

No. 8 — The Washington f crest re- 
serve located in the southern part of 
Washington and contains an estimated 
area of 3,594,240 acres. 

No 9 — The Olj-mpic forest reserve iu 
Northwest Washington contains an es- 
timated area of 2,188,800. 

No. 10, — The Mount Ranier forest re- 
serve in Washington lias a total of 
2,234,880 acres. 

No. 11. — The Stanislaus forest re- 
serve, extending north along the slope 
of the Sierra Nevada mountains in 
California, embraces 091,200 acres. 

No. 12. — The San Jacinto forest re- 
serve in southern California. Esti- 
mated area 737,280 acres. 

No. 13. — The Uintah forest reserve, 
embracing both slopes of the eastern 
part of the Uintah mountain range in 
northern U iah and the eastern slope 
only of the western part of this range, 
the southern slope being part of the 
Uintah Indian reservation. 

Washington, Feb. 23. — The Indian 
appropriation bill was taken up in the 
senate Monday afternoon. '1 he pend- 
ing question was the committee’s 
amendment making temporary pro- 
vision for contract schools for Indian 
children' — the vote having been ordered 
for one o’clock Monday. The amend- 
ment was agreed to — yeas, 41; nays, 8. 

Washington, Feb. 2*2, — The presi- 
dent has approved the diplotuatio and 
consular service appropriation act; al.so 
acts to recognize the judicial districts 
of Arkansas; to increase the pension of 
Clara L. Nichols, widow of Brevet 
Maj. Gen. W. A. Nichols; to increa.se 
the pension of Mary S. Higgins; grant- 
ing a pension to Merriam V. Kenney, 
and to execute the findings of the court 
of claims in the matter of Wm. B. 
Isaacs & Co. 

Washington, Feb. 33. — Although the 
house was in session Monday the mem- 
bers were not allowed to forget its his- 
torical significance. B'iags floated 
from the dome of the capital and Chap- 
lain Gouden, in an eloquent prayer, 
made patriotic reference to the father 
of his countrj'.

rest of the session was itlven up to the pas- 
sag's of bills by consent which led the leader 
to consent to a spe«dy adjournment and at 43:0 
the house adjourned till Friday. 

Washington. Feb 20. — StNAXK— When the 
senate adjourned at 8 o'clock Friday nii;ht 
after a secret session of seven and a half 
hours, it was apparent to the most snneuiae 
friends of the general treaty of arbitration 
with Great Britain that no vote could be se- 
cured at this session of the senate. The fact 
that a motion to po.stpone until M rch 5 had 
been defeated by a vote of 30 ^to 20 afforded no 
satisfaction. On the contrary it emphasized 
the fact that their fighting the treaty in- 
tended there should be aftlrmative action of 
no kind. 

House — A nother appropriation bill was 
taken up. but little progress made. The 
m easure was that carrying appropriations to 
supply deficiencies for the current fiscal year 
and prior years.

Washington. Feb. 25 —Senate— T he pro- 
ceedings in the senate Wednesday were full 
of interest from the opening to the close No 
less than three propositions were made in re- 
lation to Cuba — one *by Senator Alien (pop., 
Neh), one by Senator Hill and one by Sen- 
ator Morgan, as the unanimous report of the 
committee on foreign relations. It is in the 
form of a joint resolution denrinding 
immediate and uncondi tional release of .lulio 
Sanguilly, and compensation from Spain for 
his imprisonment and sufferlcg.s. Mr Morgan 
gave notice, and was backed bv the chairman 
of the committee on foreign relations Mr. 
Sherman, that action on the relations would, 
be asked Thursday. Tne Indian appropria- 
tion bill wa.s taken up and two or three of the 
committee amendments to it provoltcA long 
and rather angry discussion. 

Hou-SE — T he appearance of William Jen- 
nings Bryan, the demot ratio candidate for 
president last fall, upon the floor of the house 
was the most noticeable event of Wednes- 
day's session. He has the entree of the floor 
as an ex-member and oame into the hall at 
4:30 o’clock, about an hour after his arrival in 
the city. Hit appearance evoked ap- 
plause from many members, a 'flew of 
whom gave vocal expression to their 
pleasure. From his old seat he- responded 
to the greetings of his friends and acquaint- 
ances. his face beaming with smHes. The 
most of the day was spent in, edmsideration 
and disposition of business relating to the 
District of Columbia. The most inportani 
measure passed was the senate bill making 
the Potomac park out of the Potomac flats, 
land reclaimed from the water in the Potomac 
river.

But it is by no 
means a new-eoiuer in internaiional 
agi-eeinent, although its exziet mean- 
ing does not ajijx'ai’ to lu* very eh*ariy 
I’calized. 

It h;is lieen Iz’auslated as “river \ al- 
ley,” ;md gem'i’ally an impression 
seems to have gained ground that it 
signifies tlie drainage area of a river, 
Wliat it does, in fact, signify is tlie 
middle line of u river, and as water 
ti*nds mitiirally to the lowe.-t available 
level, a river tiowing thioizgh a >alley 
may iu* tal\eu ;is the dividing line of 
Hie \a!U*v. An imaginary line dzawn 
down tin* ei*nter of the river is, thoi'c- 
foi’t*. supposed to mark the houndai’}' 
between two states, each owning one 
side of the valley, and this imaginni'y 
lim* is known as the “thalweg.” 

.i\s an examjile of its pi’cvious use in 
international ag’ieements, the ease 
may lx* quoted of the |)zotoeol signed 
in Briis.'-icls in Ajiril, 1887, defining the 
boundaries )u*twe(*n the Freneli Congo 
colony and tho Co;zgo Fr(*e State.

Much uueasiness is caused at Wash- 
ington by alarming rumors about the 
health of McKinley. 

The Washington Post is booming 
Congressman McCreary for another 
term as Governor of Kentucky. 

The Courier-Journal says : “In a 

nutshell the case is this : McKinley, 

Bradley and Hanna have agreed to 
work together harmoniously for the I 
seating of a Republican Senator from j 
Kentucky, ^ilov. Bradley will appoint | 
and Hanna expresses the opinion that 
his appointee will be seated” 

Congressman Sayers is preparing a } 
statement to show in detail the extrava- 
gance of the Fifty-fourth Congress, 
which has appropriated in round num- 
bers 11,045,000,000. When the Fifty- 
first Congress laid out $86,580 on con- 
tested election cases it broke the record 
up to that time, but the Fifty-fourth 
Congress has gone far beyond it. The 
contested election cases before the pres- 
ent Congress have cost the public treas- 
ury $124,861.82. 

The Cuban question came to the front 
again in the Senate Wednesday when j 
three resolutions bearing on Cuban 
affairs were offered. One, calling for 
the immediate release of Jnlio San- 
guiUy, came from the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. Another calls on 
the President to send war ships to Cuba 
for the protection of American citizens, 
and the third calls for the correspond- 
ence with Consul General Lee relative 
to Americans imprisoned in Cuba. 

The report that Consul General Lee 
has resigned because the United States 
Government had not granted his request 
for authority to demand the release of 
American citizens, and for war-shipe to 
back up the demand, is officially and 
positively denied. The report caused 
much excitement in W ashington, where 
feeling over the Cuban question is 
reaching such a point that it is not be- 
lieved a crisis can be much longer delay- 
ed. Representative Gibson has intro- 
duced a resolution directing the Presi- 
dent to demand the immediate release of 
every American citizen now imprisoned 
in Cuba, and to send war ships to 
Havana and other ports with orders to 
bombard them if the demand is not 
complied with within twenty-four 
hours. See Havana dispatch on second 
page. '

“There is a 

of animals for growth. Everj' factor 
in the problem of producing mutton, 
points toward earlier marketing. To 
paraplu-ase a familiar expression, it is 
the early lamb that gets the prize. An 
eight-weeks-old lamb, if in condition j nesses 
and in ‘season,’ commands the highest 
price i)er j)ound ever attainable. A 
>cr>' narrow limit of time at this 
pc'iod and the height of the tide in 
pfiees passes. A lamb not meeting the 
i€'<iuirements of the market at that 
})eriod must pass on into a cheaper 
cla.ss, not to find .sale until another 
‘season’ opens which calls for a lamb 
tliree or five months old, but at a less 
price per pound. 

‘ The lambs sold at four months old 
do not, as a rule, bring as much as 
these sold ?t two months old. If, again, 
tlie age is doubled or tripled the mar- 
ket into which ihev must go is such 
tliat in spite of their gain in size they 
will bring little if an\' more per head 
tlian a I either of the former prices. 

'J'liis may be continued until wo have 
the sheep at its maximum weight, and 
the price per head does not varj' greatly'. 

“There is an impressive lesson in 
this that has not found general appli- 
cation in the growing of mutton. The 
lesson is not, however, that all mutton 
should be marketed in the form of 
cight-weeks-old lambs. Not all the 
sheep-raisers are rightlv’ situated re- 
specting market or equipped in skill 
or stable accommodations for produc- 
ing this class of mutton. But this 
teaching is of general application, that 
the younger a sheep can be marketed 
when grown under the most economic- 
al conditions for meeting a certain mar- 
ket for choice form the larger will be 
the profit. To illustrate again by mj' 
neighbor’s hogs: He ‘feeds them along’ 
through one winter, past a June mar- 
ket, and he saj's that if I were to raise 
pork I would never go into the hog 
business; I should go into the pig busi- 
ness. Something similar to this is 
what men must do who find that sheep 
don’t pa\'. Quit raising sheep and go 
to raising lambs.”

The Australian geographers decline 
to accept the British definition of the 
Avord as given in the imiJerial statute, 
which declares that “the term Austral- 
ftsia shall signify and include Xcav Zea- 
land and Tasmania as well as Aus- 
tralia.” WI 13 ', ask the Australian ge- 
ographers, should Ncaa' Guinea, Fiji, 
Ncav Caledonia and the other islands of 
the South .seas be excluded? In fact, 
no geograjihical society and fcAv writ- 
ers acr*ept the British definition; but! 
confusion arises because everj'bodv’ 
uses the Avord according to hisoAvn idea 
of what it embraces. The Australians 
tluinselves have trje<l in vain to reach 
a common understanding. A geograph- 
ical conference at Melbourne in 1881 
argued the question, but failed to at- 
tain an\^ conclusion, and none has been 
arrived at since, though the great so- 
cietj', Avith its branches in all the lead- 
ing colonies, said in its memorial to the 
London congress that “avc consider it 
a matter of daiU'-increasing impor- 
tance,” 

The fact is. there are fcAV accepted 
boundaries for parts of the Avorld con- 
sidered in a geographical instead of a 
political sense. What is the geograph- 
ical, the so-called natural, division be- 
tween Europe and Asia in the south- 
east? One famous authoritj' says it Ls 
the Manj’tsch depression north of the 
Caucasus; another, that it is the line 
folloAving the crest of the main Cau- 
casus range, and still another, that it 
is the southern boundary of Trans- 
Caucasia; and the latest edition of “Be- 
volkerung der Erde,” which deals Avith 
the matter, gives three determinations 
of the total area of Europe, according 
as one or other of these boundarv' lines 
is accepted. 

There is no agreement even as to the 
number of continents, for some dis- 
tinguished Avriters recognize only 
three. Euro-Asia, Africa and America; 
and when thej' talk of the great di- 
visions of the land surface the number 
varies from five to eight, accoixling to 
different Avriters. Perhaps in onlj’ one 
respect is this a matter of much impor- 
tance. When a Avriter or speaker re- 
fers to a region it is highlv' desirable 
to knoAv how much of the earth’s sur- 
face he includes under the name. 

Until half a centiirA' ago there Avas 
niAich confusion in books and atlases 
with regard to the names and extent 
of the various oceans. The Ro^ al Geo- 
graphical society of London appointe<l 
a committee in 1845 to settle these mat- 
ters, and the conclusions reached 03 ' the 
committee, with some modifications, 
Avere gcncrallA’ accepted and have 
proved advajitageous. There is niAich 
less coiit,usion with regard to the names 
and ♦ xtent of land surfaces, but sucli as 
exists is not likelA' to be remedied unless 
.some authoritative tribunal takes the 
matter in liand and the rest of the world 
.ac-cepts its decisions.— X. Y. Sun.

The spring latch is 18 inelie.s long, of

An iron catch on tlie opj) 0 - 
site post completes the arrangement. 
The gate may be left to sAving freely 
either Ava 3 ', or an iron stop mav be 
sereAved to the post beneath the catch 
as illustrated.

FORCE OF HABIT AND INSTINCT 



Kx^crimciits in llioloiry That llliiK- 
strate Natural InconsrruitieK. 

Prof. Lloyd IMorgan, the Avell-knoAvn 
biologist, has just published the results 
of «*x|)crimeuts and observations made 
by him on the influence of Jiabit on in- 
.siinet in animals. Habit is defined by 
the professor as action or conduct stere 
oly'ped on the individual l)y' repetition, 
Avhile instinct is twofold, namely, in- 
heriteil instinct, comprising congen- 
itally definite faeidlies and innate ea- 
jiaeiiy. and acquired instinct leading 
to the formation of habit. Both habit 
and instinct are automatic, although, 
like such automatic acts as breathing 
and A\ alking". they' may b(*eome subject 
to conscious cerebration or action of the 

Avill. 

It is instinct which, when a hen has 
hatched a brood of ducklings. throAvs 
her into a terrible state of agitation 
Avlien the brood, also actuated by' in- 
stinct, takes to the Avater. What expe- 
rienw, asks Mr. Morgan, has the hen 
of droAvning? To adopt such an inter- 
pretation Ls to credit her Avith jx)wers 
of anticipating the results of experi- 
ence. Avhieh it is hard to conceiAc she 
possesses. It is more probable that her 
fussy' behavior is partly' the result of 
her little ones going where she has an 
instinctive aversion to folloAving them, 
and partly' the result of a breach of 
normal asscK.*iations due to previous t*x- 
perience Avith chicks. Tavo instances 
are recorded of hens under the impulse 
of habit. Each had reared three broods 
of ducklings in succession. Avhile the 
fourth broovl of each consisted of 
chickens. One of the hens used to fly 
to a stone in the }>ond and remain there 
Avhile her ducklings swam around her. 
When her chickens were hatched shi’ 
flew to the accustomed stone uiid caileti 
eagerly' to them to folloAv her, but in 
A ain. The other hen. finding her chicks 
did not take to the Avater like her for- 
mer broods had done, took them down 
to the stream and pushed them in. Imi- 
tation begets habit, and habit become'- 
instinct . 

Of all British nest builders none 
surpass the chaffinch for its artistic 
nests, yet the chaffinches naturalizet’ 
in New Zealand, having no nests of tbe.'i 
OAAii to copy, have imitated those ot 
hang bird. Instinct prompts them tc 
build nei<ts, bnt imitation is called intc 
play' to decide the style. Reason. Avhleh 
used to lie ranged n.s the antithesis of 
Jnstinct. is noAA' largely' regarded ru 
synonymous Avith it. Yet ft is difficuli 
regard .solery as in.stinct the be- 
havior of trout in a stream which j)er- 
mits cows or horses to graze near their 
bAit will dash nway irf consternation i.‘ 
even a small child Avalks .acar the verirr 
of the brook.

it. It is only .3t^ feet high at the rear 
and four feet in front, ami ks roofed by 
tongue and groove iKUiirding, up aud 
aloAvn. This shed may be made as long 
.as the number of compartments de- 
mand. It is entered by' the stock at the 
rear through swing dooi'S and the feed- 
ing is done in froiit. Here a long board 
is hinged to let doAvn during very cold 
•or snowy' days, and in sunamer to pro- 
tect from the sun.— Fainn Journal. 



Cnre for Dysentery in Fowl*. 

The disease among foAvIs knoAvn as 
dysentary is individual in its work, and 
does not spread. The sick foAvl be- 
comes droopy, stands about Avith head 
and tail loAvered, and yjasses a dark, 
greenish and yelloAv discharge. Aery 
thin and Avatery. Treatment of this 
disease is at first camphorated spirits — 
that is, camphor dissolved in whisky. 
Take a teaspoouful and put it in half 
a glassful of Avater and give the sick fowl 
;i tablespoonful every four hours. The 
second day ■dissolve a little sulphate of 
copper (blue wtone about the size .of a 
bullet) in a quant of water, and let the 
sick foAvl drijik all it Avill. Daring 
treatment feed soft food sea.soned with 
a little red pepper. A cure is generally 
effected in three days Avith this 
ment. — Dakota Field and Fann

In Massachusetts. | 

In the Middlesex fells some good old 
colonial names are preserved, like Jin- 
glejerry hill and Shillyshally brook. 
Spot pond was named by Governor 
Winthrop, who discovered it in the win- 1 
ter, because of the many rocks that I 
showed through the ice and spotted the { 
surface. Powderhorn bill in Chelsea is ' 
said to have been bought from the In- 
dians for a homful of powder. 

The fact of misfortune to divers un- 
known persons — whether trivial or great 1 
does not appear — finds a record in Bad : 
Luck brook and swamp in Rehoboth, 
Bad Luck mountain in Granville and 
Bad Luck pond in Douglas. There may 
be some association between Bnmcoat 
brook and pond in Leicester and Spencer { 
and Bnmshirt river, likewise in Worces- 
ter county. 

Driukwater river is a felicitous name 
for a stream of good water. It is in 
Hanover, and possibly there may have : 
been a family of that name in the neigh- 1 
borhood. Strong Water brook in Tewks- \ 
bury has quite different associations, i 
Sought For pond, in Westford, suggests i 
a long and baffled quest for the spot 
through the wilderness in the olden 
days. One of the least euphonious of 
names is Skng river in Essex and Mid- 
dlesex counties. It is worthy a place 
among snch English names as Worm - 1 
wood Scrubs, a park in London. i 

The legend about the names of the 
group of islands on the south coast pre- 
sents an instance of how fancied resem- 
blances give rise to stories. It is related 
that these islands once belonged to a 
man with four daughters. To Nancy, 
the oldest, the father gave the first 
choice, and the fact that “Nan took it” 
is recorded in the name of Nantucket, 
the island she selected. Nantucket, of 
course, is in reality an Indian name. 
Martha’s Vineyard and the 'Elizabeth 
islands went to Martha and Elizabeth, 
respectively, while for the fourth daugh- 
ter, whose name has been lost to mem- 
ory, there was nothing left but the most 
remote and undesirable of the group, 
which was called No Man’s Land, be- 
cause its owner was a woman. The 
Elizabeth islands, in fact, were named 
for Queen Elizabeth by Bartholomew 
Gosnold, their discoverer, whose name 
has been given to the town t^t com- 
prises them. — Boston Transcript.

Mailing Candy Abroad. 

A young man who apparently knows 
a girl in London came into the office the 
other day and asked whether candy 
could be sent abroad through the mails. 
So he was taken over to the postoffice 
and the state of affairs was laid before 
an official, who instigated an investiga- 
tion. After a long time herietarned and 
reported as follows : 

“I am very glad, ’’said he, “that you 
asked that question. Its answer shows 
a carious state of affairs. In this coun- 
try yon can send candy up to 4 pounds 
as merchandise for 1 cent for each 
ounce. If you want to send candy 
abroad you only have to pay 1 cent for 
every 2 ounces, but you can only send 
12 ounces in each package. If it weighs 
more than 12 ounces yon have to pay 
letter rates, or 10 cents an ounce for the 
whole thing. 

“That is to say, you can send 10 
ounces to London for 6 cents, but it 
would cost yon 10 cents to send it to 
Brooklyn. So if you are thinking of 
sending a pound it will cost you $1.60. 
The stamp department is right over 
there. ” 

“Thank you very much,” said the 
young man. “I just happen to remem- 
ber that the doctor has forbidden the 
girl to eat candy.” — New York Mail 
and Express.
